erary art, with his record of more than 
Jl.000,000 «arnefl by his writing and 


f that in a da v, when the returns from a 
successful book were far below what 
they are now. It is doubtful If any 
author living today can show a greater 
amount of earnings Iron* his pen Mi 
Twain undoubtedly has made that 
much, but part of It came through his 
lecture tours. .Kipling's income Jrom 
his books tor half a. dozen years was 
far above JIOO.OOQ a year, but his pro- 
ductivity i«r greatly restricted now. He 
\vdts wise enougrj 10 retire when signs 
that his hold on the public was weak- 
ening began to appear, j3ir Conan 
Doyle, too, has gained a handsome for- 
tune and » knighthood from his sto- 
ries, and it Is safe to say that Sher- 
lock Holmes has brought his creator a 
larger sum than any other single 'char- 
acter in fiction. It is said that $60,000 
was' paid in England and tho Ignited 
States for half a dozen short stories of 
the Sherlock Holme* ?eries< 'This was 
merely for the serial rights, before ever 
the patter was rtu't into book form 


"Of the novelists Who are cbntlnu- 
ifc to turn out work in practically tm- 


abated volume. Hill Calne undoubtedly 
is the most successful from the finan- 
cial point of view. The peculiar fact 
about the "Manx ""story writer Is. that 
the sales of a new book from hla pen 
lead those of all other novelists, both 
In Great Britain and America, and are 
practically certain to amount to 400,- 
000 copies for any book he writes. That 
means with payments for serial rights, 
something like- JISO.COO for each novel^ 
As Calne spends about three years In^ 
turning out a book, he earns approxi- 
mately tho salary of the President of

zines and a few paper-covered novels, 
but when a, new book by Chambers 
:omes out it is good for a sale of 20,- 
300 or more within a week Jhrough 
the Jiews agencies that handle matter- 
sold on the railways. This possibly Is 
explained by the fact that his; sfortes 
are read so largely by men.
